"Much of the past of our history 
and culture wTaps ' itself round 
sculpture." declared Mr. Norrls, 
president of the St. James Liter- 
ary Society, in introducing Mr. 
Orson Wheeler B.A.. A.R.C.A. at th« 
Society's weekly meeting last night. 
Mr. Wheeler, who is a graduate 
of Bishops College, gave an illus- 
trated lecture to the Society on the 
'subject "Sculpture, .\ncient and 
Modern." One of Mr. Wheeler'a 
busts has been exhibited at the 
Sanctuary of Canadian Art in Lon- 
don and subsequently at the 
World's Fair in New York. 

Mr. Wheeler, in opening his ad- 
dress, declared that the subject was 
rather difficult since it covers the 
whole history of sculpture a period 
of about five thousand years or| 
more; he then went on to discuss 
sculpture in general. He divided 
sculpture into four main divisions; 
the Architectural, — which deals 
mainly with figures and reliefs for 
building decoration. This has gone 
out of style lately due to the great- 
er simplicity in Modern ' Architec- 
tural Design; the Monument»!,— 
which dcali mainly with such sub- 
jects as War-Memorials, ornamen- 
tal fountains, and commemorative 
statues. This type enjoyed . great 
popularity in the ninctcénth cent- 
ury; the Portrait-Relief,— this type 
appears on medallions and coins, 
and v.ii in great u^ngc in 'he 
lislL ol Roman Empire; la.'.tly. Art for Art's 
h<i\ing Sake.— in which wc find the aea- 
thetic deiires and emotions of the 
artist expreised. The works are 
uncommiscioned and are told to 
museum.s and private collectors, the 
mam b.ody of Modern Sculpture is 
of 1h:.', type.

Henrv A. .WaUac^ 
wa.» installed a.» the vice-pre.«i- 
dent and successor to John 
Nance Garner. 

Voting . began at da-vn through- 
out the United States and, with 
favourable weather conditions al- 
most universal, continued without 
great let-up throughout the day. 
Following the most bitterly fought 
campaign since 1360. -.he election 
Itself '.vas hotly contested, and the 
results were unknown imtil early 
this morning. 

Plea For tnity. 

Speaking from Democratic head* 
quarters once the issue had clari- 
fied Itself. Edward J. Flynn, Demo- 
cratic Party Chairman, announced 
that "President Roosevelt will be 
president of the n-hole country.'" He 
pleaded for all WUlkie sui; porters 
to dr-.-'p old differences and to join 
up in an effort to ensure national 
unity in the face of the interna- 
tional situation's gravity. 

Some quarters contend that 
RooàevGlt. by putting in a personal 
appeara.^ce in 'he great industrial 
towtis this piît .\<h?'it. is himself, 
responsible for turning the tide in 
the key states. The industrial votes 
of Philadelphia and Cleveland each 
greatly influenced the final status 
of Penntylvania and Ohio— two of 
the big four states. 

.\pparcntly the electorate deemed 
such issuci 35 the third term and 
the national budget comparati\cely 
unimportant. These were amonj 
the main points of the G.O.P. pl^j 
form. 

South Democratic. 

The South, as had been expect- 
ed, backed the Democratic ticket 
with a sreal majority. Connecticut, 
one of the doubtful states, went to 
Roosevelt early in' the evening.
